Instantly the audience was in an upro ar, 
but the manager hastened to the fro nt o f 
the stage and urged every o ne to remain 
in hie seat, saying there was uo danger. 
This checked the panic fo r a mo ment and 
it was this sho rt delay in clearing the 
ho use that came near uauslng terrible lo ss 
o f life. 


T e r r ib le P aale Ensue» . 
In less than a minute after tho curtain 
dro pped a sheet o f Maine burst fro m the 
stage, ro lled alo ng the celling o f the gal­ 
lery and envelo ped tho se in that part o f 
the ho use W’ho had no t yet escaped. Many 
o f tiio se in the gallery jumped to the bal­ 
co ny Iiehr.v, crushing and bruising them 
selves and tho se upo n who m they fell 
Their cries o f pain co uld Ire heard fo r 
blo cks. 
Men, wo men aud children were 
dragged o ut just in time to save them 
fro m being burned to death. 
Altho ugh 
the building was a so lid structure in ap 
pea ranee upju the o utside, the interio r 
pro ved to bo an easy prey fo r the tlames, 
as it burned rapidly. 
My the time the fire 
apparatus arrived there was no ho pe o f 
saving tlie structure, and 
the firemen 
turned their attentio n to the surro unding 
buildings.

It was tho ught at first that so me o f the 
acto rs were 
>« t, but at midnight all had 
been acco unted fo r. 
Two o r three o f them 
lo st their wav in escaping fro m the stage 
and had diiliculty in finding the stage 
do o r, but finally all go t o ut, altho ugh 
so me o f them had 
their 
faces 
badly 
sco rched. 
Fo ur o f tho se rescued are in a 
very critical co nditio n and they are ex 
pected to die. 
Many o f the o thers burned 
will be disfigured fo r life, and so me o f 
them may die, as it is feared they inhaled 
smo ke.
